Senate yesterday refused to

Raymond^Iillbotë, president 
of Quebec's largest teachers' 
union, (the 70,000 - member 
Corporation des EInseignants de 
Québec) told reporters after he 
had addressed the meeting "I am 
very distressed that, McGlU's 
Senate would take no position on 
such an Important social issue." 

"McGill has to come out out of 
its cocoon," he said. "It has to 
realize It's part of Montréal as 



EUS rejects faculty offer 



Method of selecting reps 
under dispute

After three hours of protracted 
debate,' the executive 'of the Engi- 
neering Undergraduate Society 
yesterday rejected the Engint'ir- 
hig Faculty's present proposal on 
how to select student representa- 
tives to the Faculty (the bluest 
governing body in Eïigineering). 

During the meeting, the exec-, 
iuUvèiaiso objected to the fact 
'iihat'Uie offer of fourteen repre- 
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sentatlvcs on the 120-member 
Faculty was made at the depart- 
mcnial level, rather than extend- 
ed to the EUS. 



EUS President Alex Beraskow 
said after the meeting that he 
would call an open meeting of 
all engineering students some- 
time next week to disctiss the 
issue. 

The executive refused to en- 
dorse the offer of seats on the 
Faculty because the offer made 
spedOc reference to the number 
of representatives to be drawn 
from each department and the, 
method of selection of these rep- 
resentatives. 

The executive asked that these 
matters remain in the hands 
of the student societies involved: 
the EUS, the Architectural Un- 
dergraduate Society, and the 
Post-Graduate Students' Society. 

A similar Tight occurred ear- 
lier this year over the method of 
selection of • Students' Society 
representatives to Senate, and in 
that case the Students' Society 
won the right to select the reps 
the way it wanted to. 

THe actual faculty proposal 
is to have fourteen reps, one 
from each of the six departments, 
two from architecture, two 
from the first two years of En- 
gineering, two from among En- 
gineering post-graduate students, 
the president of the EUS, and 
the chairman of. a major EUS 
committee. 

The motion passed at last 
night's meeting, besides re- 
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well. And I think that despite the ' 
unfortunate decisions of today, 
the point was driven home to 
Senators that they cannot isolate 
themselves. I think today's events 
will worry them a little and that 
this will have a positive effect." 

The motion which Senate refus- 
ed to consider was presented by 
Students' Society President Ro- 
bert Hajaly. It commended the 
teachers' unions for "progressing 
beyond wage and security demancb 
in posing a counter-model for 
educational reform and profes- 
sional improvement which goes- 
much further than that of the 
government towards meeting so- 
cial and human needs." 

It went on to make three con- 
crete suggestions for action by 
McGill: that the Education Faculty 
use class time for study and dis- 
cussion of the collective agree- 
ments proposed by the two sides 
in the dispute; that members of 
the University be^ encouraged to 
work with the unions towards • 
educational reform, professional 
upgrading and democratization; 
and that the Scholarships Com- 
mittee report to Senate on the 
possibility of using scholarship 
funds to aid participants study- 
ing at the University under teach- 
- er-improvemait programs. 

Students' Council passed the 
same motion Wednesday night, 
with no dne opposed and one ab- 
stention. 

Student senator Ian Hyman 
had hivited Mr. Laliberté, as well 
as a government representative, 
to speak before Senate in order 
to clarify the issues. Laliberté 
had accepted the Invitation, but 
the government side had declined.

ASUS reiterates demand 

Will students choose dean?

The issue of student participation in the selection 
of Deans and Vice Deans reniained unresolved after a 
meeting of the Arts and Science Undergraduate Socie- 
ty and Faculty Joint Working Group yesterday. 

Last Thursday, the ASUS executive passed a 
motion requesting student participation In the selec- 
tion of administrative and academic personnel in the 
Faculty. 

The request was ignored at a Faculty meeting 
Monday as the nominating committee of the Faculty 
named faculty members to fill the committees which 
will choose the next Dean of Arts and Science, and the 
next Vice-Dean of Social Sciences. Both positions fall 
open at the end of this year. 

• The Joint Working Group, composed of six faculty 
members and six students, talked generally about the 



issue yesterday. Professor William Westley inquired 
if participation in the selection committee was "just 
a matter of principle" and questioned the value of 
student participation on the committee for thestudent 
themselves.. , 

The question was postponed until the next meet- 
ing. « - 

Meanwhile, the working group passed a motion ob- 
jecting to Senate's adoption of a university-wide policy 
governing student participation in faculty and depart- 
ments, and appointed students on an interim basis to 
Committees on Curriculum Review and Promotions 
and Standing. . - 

The Curriculum Reidew; Committee, which will be 
composed ofiburstùdènts'an'd liihe faculty members, 
has a mandate to redesign all programmes in antici- 
pation of the three year program scheduled to begin 
in 1971 with the advent of the English language CE- 
GEPs.

FREDERICTON (CUP) - Former ConservaUve 
Prime Minister John Diefenbaker is being men- 
tioned in courtroom circles tiere in a contempt of 
courtcase. 

Diefenbaker's name was dropped yesterday as 
Tom Murphy, Associate Editor of The Bruns- 
wickan at the University of New Brunswick, 
successfully pressed for a postponement of his 
contempt of court hearing. 

Appearing before the Supreme Court of New 
Brunswick, Murphy was given the adjournment 
by Chief Justice G. F. G. Bridges after he told 
the court that Diefenbaker had suggested an ad- 
journment as a procedural step. 

The court's appeal division told Murphy to 
show reason why he should not be died for con- 
tempt of cottrtifor^his Vspades down" column in 
the Dec. 3 Briïnswiclàn. 



The article included "Comments, Reflections 
and innuendoes on this honorable court, arising 
from the trial by Mr. Justice (J. Paul) Barry... 
Wherein the University of New Brunswick is 
plaintiff and Prof. Norman Strax is defendant." 

' Murphy said after the hearing today he tele- 
phoned Diefenbaker last Tuesday and received 
advice from him regarding the adjournment. Hé 
said Diefenbaker was interested in the case but 
did , not J.. Indicate whether he would accept or 
refuse to act as Murphy's counsel. 

Murphy said he had spoken to "over five" 
lawyers: only one was willing to act on his behalf 
but the lavyyer was not satisfactory in his opinion.

Psych students ask 

Do conferences work?

General criticism of the present 
conference system of the Psycho- 
logy Department emerged from a 
seminar Tuesday held to discuss 
the problem of "How to make a 
conference work". 

A panel of two students, two 
conference leaders and a media- 
tor proposed various changes in 
the approach to conferoices as a 
whole. 

Donna Cheniiak, one of the stu- 
dent representatives, pointed out 
that the whole attitude of the dep- 
artment towards conferences has 
been one of "conciliation", placing 
conferences in "second place to 
lectures". This attitude, she said, 
inevitably leads to apathy among 
students. 

One conference leader suggest- 
ed that time be given at the end of 
lectures for question periods 
leaving conferences exclusively 
for. discussion. He then said stu- 
dentS;|iapect^too much from the 
conference leader and did not do 
enough work themselves. 

Chemiak then questioned the 
necessity of having a conference 
leader at all. She said Uiat an "au- 
thoritarian figure", placed above 
the student with the power to grade

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them, only intmildates students. 
One student mentioned the success-, 
ful experiments carried ; out ii\' 
fourth year courses In which stu- 
dents,, divided into small groups, 
are left to themselves with the 
conference leader merely checking 
to see that discussions were kept 
gohig. 

Seminar-members were agreed 
, on Professor Donald Kingsbury's 
description of the present lecture 
system: "Lectures assume a 
nagging function. Eventually you 
get tired of being nagged and get 
.down to learning". But they called 
Uiis type of coercion unhealthy. ' 

Two student-directed courses 
have already been accepted by the 
Psychology Department and only 
need ratification by the Arts and 
Sdence Experimental Course

The calendar extract describes 
the "Seminar in Psychological 
problems" as "an experimental 
student-staff directed course on 
problem areas with a general re- 
lationship to Psychology, and direct 
' social or philosophical implica- 
tions. Students will work in small 
groups and will have to assume re- 
sponsibility for.^dmlnlstration and. 
supervislon1){j|igroui^ " 



The oUier course "Philosophy of 
P^chology", is desaibed as à 
"seminar course. examining the 
philosophical and eUiical questions 
raised by Uie meUiodoIogy and find- 
ings of contemporary experimental 
psychology".

Six hundred students at CEGEP

plications. He had proposed several 
concrete things McGill could do to help 
the teachers.. And he had suggested that 
Senate hear Raymond Laliberté, president 
of the Corporation des Enseigneurs du 
Quebec, as part of its discussion of the 
question. 

One again, Senate was being confront- 
ed with the fact that Québec education 
was crucial. The society from which 
McGill had remained aloof for its entire 
history could be ignored' no longer. 
Senate had to act. 

But instead, Senate spent two hours 
debating whether or not it should take a 
stand, while Raymond Laliberté sat 
sipping coffee in the. Union. And at the 
end of the tw6-hour session, which could 
weUiispmeday appear in the history books 
as an example of the attitude that led to 
the disappearance of the English minori- 
ty in Québec, they passed a motion by 



Oliver to refuse to consider the question. 
They didn't consider the teachers' fight 
for increased participation in educational 
decisions iniportant. 

Then, vaguely aware that what they 
had just done would be quite correctly 
interpreted as a cowardly refusal to 
face reaUty, they voted to listen to La- 
liberté. Peter Foster said bluntly that 
this sort of hypocritical courtesy would 
not do. Laliberté himself, more circum- 
spect, told Senate that he didn't see much 
point in talking to them if they weren't 
going to make a decision. Ah.d the tragi- 
comedy ended with Oliver thanking 
Laliberté - in French, yet - and telling 
liim how concerned Senate was about 
the issues involved in the teachers' dis- 
pute. 

There was one turning point in the 
debate on Oliver's motion. Myer Horo- 
witz from the Faculty of Education had 
just said that the teachers' dispute con- 
cerned not only his own faculty but the 
whole university. Then, in an extraordi- 
nary move, Robertson passed the gavel 
to Vice-Principal Carl Winkler and 
entered the debate himself. He told 
Senate that there were many imirartant 
questions on the agenda, but this|vrasn't 
one of them. He therefore recommended 
that Oliver's motion be passed, although 
he was notj of course, opposed to hear- 
ing Laliberté speak. 

This was a change from an earlier 
Robertson position. At 9 am a Robertson 
underling had phoned student- senator 



Ian Hyman and told him that Laliberté 
would not be allowed to address Senate. 

The Umitations of token student re- 
presentation on Senate have never been 
clearer. In effect, Senate remains . a 
conservative monolith. On key issues, 
the students get the support of no more 
than four or five faculty senators. The 
energies of liberal senators ; are devoted 
to ensuring that Senate saves a certain 
amount of face. Conservative senators 
have not even percdvëB'theiKÎed for Uiat. 

Senate is perpetuating the reactionary 
role that McGill has always played in 
Québec society. It is aligning McGill 
squarely against the progressive forces 
in that society. But that society is 
evolving to the point where it will elim- 
inate this kind of McGiU. 

Under these conditions, the position 
of student senators will have to be re- 
evaluated. Despite Cohen's statement to 
the McGill Reporter that "once you're 
on the Senate, you've joined the estab- 
Ushment," the student senators have, 
for the most part, commendably refused 
to see their role in that light. But their 
rejection of the context in which Senate 
operates now has to take new forms and 
be more clearly and consistently ex- 
pressed. 

And if McGill is to find a place in 
Québec society other than as a training 
school for the English élite, it won't be 
through Senate that it happens.

Il y a encore bien des combats à livrer, 
avant d'en arriver là." We'confess we find 
it difficult to appreciate the mental atti- 
tude and aims of a man who, on such a 
puerile plea, is able to raise the language 
cry at this' of all times, and to talk of 
struggles yet to be waged in Canada and 
among Canadians'; fortunately Bourassa 
represents but a section of his compatriots. 

It will always be difficult for French 
Canadians to grasp the Imperial idea. Peo- 
ple of Anglo-Saxon descent are dwelling in 
all the colonies and naturally look to the 
niother country as the land from which 
they sprang; they are bound to her by the 
strongest of ties, identity of race and lan- 
guage. With the French Canadian the cir- 
cumstances are somewhat different, and a 
"Canada first" policy naturally results, 
with correspondingly greater credit due 
to the many of this race who have been 
able to see farther, far enough, in fact, to 
go and enlist for the preservation of the 
Empire's integrity. For those who are 
satisfied with Canada's greatness alone, 
the best course would be the promotion 
of peace and harmony within our borders. 
Some people's vision, however, does not 
appear to extend beyond the boundaries 
of Quebec province. They laugh at the 
government "impérialiste et jingo", and 
urge a policy, we fear, little likely to 



' promote union among the naliirally diverse 
elements of our young nationality.

The following may be of interest to you; 
on the night of 16 January 1969, on the pre- 
text of damage to Bishop Mountain Hall, 
allegedly emanating from Gardner Hall, a 
search of all rooms in the latter .was under- 
taken. 

On 14 January 1969, the duter panes 
of three plate glass windows of BMH facing 
Gardner Hall were pierced by what was 
said to be BB shot. On this evidence, a 
search was instigated by Messrs. Kendall 
Wallis, Proctor, and Steven Peck, Presi- 
dent, with the object of uncovering the gun 
and the individual responsible for this act. 
Rooms were summarily entered and search- 
ed whether or not the occupant was in, and 
regardless of his feelings. 

It should be emphasized that this entire 
undertaking was carried out with the consent 
of neither the Gardner Hall Council nor the 



House Conunittee. Passive^enfwas giv- 
en by the Warden, this because discipline 
"is, after all, a student affair". All of 
Gardner Hall is to be held responsible if 
the offender is not found. According to the 
Administration of the Residence Complex, 
damage is assessed at $2,000.

The 
tally.was 29-11 in favour^; 



The announcement of the result 
of the vote and the subsequent 
rise of Professor Yaffe to speak 
were greeted with displeasure by 
the large student gallery. This 
caused Yaffe to move (for the 
second, time during the meeting) 
that the gallery be cleared. 

"Animals" was the word Yaffe 
used to describe the students. "It 
is a question of simple poor 
taste and bad upbringing," he 
said. His remarks drew more 
hissing from the students, who 
were given no opportunity to 
respond formally to his epithets. 

Several S«iators moved quickly 
to soothe raw nerves. Law Dean 
Maxwell Cbhen drew applause 
when he asked Senate not to de- 
stroy the open meetings system 
by expelling the unmannerly stu- 
. dents. "If we do this, something 
will have gone out of the life of 
McGiU as a pioneer in making the 
system work," he said.

He refused to talk 
about the teacher-government 
dispute because "in the atmo- 
sphere that has been created by 
my presence, such discussion 
would not be fniitful." But he 
was careful to express his grat- 
itude to Senate for his being al- 
lowed to speak. 

After a ten-minute recess. Sen- 
ate moved to consider the whole 
matter of their competence in 
dealing with broad political and 
social questions. 

Professors Noumoff and Maî- 
tre, who are usually on opposite 
polei^rjthe Senate political spec- 
trum,' 'came up with only sli^tly 
differing versions of the same 
proposal, that a special meeting 
of Senate be held with only one- 
Item on the agenda - the com- 
petence of the University in taking 
^public stands on social and polit- 
^ical issues. Prepared briefs 
representing the various points 
of view that are frequently repeat- 
ed in Senate would be presented. 

The Noumoff-Maitre motion 
passed nearly unanimously. Stu- 
Ldât senators abstained.
